Osborn made public yesterday Sec­ 
retary Lansing’s letter declining the 
invitation, which, in part, reads as fol- 
i lows: 
“In the first place, let me assure 
you and the committee 
that 
I 
feel 
deeply honored by the very compli­ 
m entary request, and, under ordinary 
conditions would be only too willing 
to comply with their wishes. 
I have, 
however, considered that it would be 
unwise for me at the present time to 
take an active part in politics. 
“The impression prevails throughout 
the country that our foreign relations 
are entirely removed from partisan­ 
ship of any sort—an impression w hich 
I believe is fully justified by the way 
in which the president has conducted 
them. 
I wrould deplore any change of 
public opinion in this m atter, as I ani 
sure you would. 
I would, therefore, 
be unwilling to 
do 
anything which 
would remove tiff1 justified impression 
of the American people. 
It is to be 
my aim to conduct the departm ent o f 
j state without regard to domestic poli-

I am afraid that if I should act

Orpet is 20 yonrs old and Miss Lam ­ 
bert, a high school pupil, was 17. 
A liaison existed between the two, 
according lo Orpet's story to detec­ 
tives. 
Ii appeared from letters in­ 
troduced into the ca.se that the girl 
feared approaching motherhood. Or­ 
pet. after arranging an alibi to m a k e 
it appear that he had not left Madi­ 
son, Wis., visited Miss 
Lambert at 
Lake Forest,

suburb, two weeks 
ago. The next 
day 
her 
body was 
found. 
Frank Lambert, father of Marian 
Lambert, testified at tho inquest. 
Chemical analysis showed that cy­ 
anide of potassium killed the school­ 
girl and Lambert said that the poison, 
which he used for spraying trees and 
shrubs was kept under lock, and that 
he believed his daughter knew- noth­ 
ing of it. 
Lam bert said that when his daugh­

American, Washington 
has suffered 
from tradition, writes John D. Barry 
in the Washington Times. 
in tact, I call t think of any other 
great man in the history of the world 
who has been damaged in just the 
same way, through being made to ap­ 
pear so good. 
The reason is that he has been pre­ 
eminently the children’s hero. 
He is a distinguished victim of the 
deceit we practice on children in the 
name of education. 
Only the very good boys and girls 
care for the story of Washington and 
the cherry tree. 
The ethers, tho majority, are bored. 
or amused, or puzzled. 
And then there is the saying, dinned 
into the ears of American childhood, 
“Washington never told a lie/* 
It alone alienates vast numbers of 
children irom Washington. 
In their 
little hearts it finds no answering 
echo, no enthusiastic desire for emula­ 
tion. 
For truth telling, much as we love 
it in children, and much as we labor 
to graft it on those highly imaginative 
minds, is often a virtue that develops 
only with years, related to intelli­ 
gence and to mature character. 
It derives its beauty largely from 
association with other qualities more 
sympathetic. 
Self-assertive 
truth-teile.o 
often 
seem rigid in character. 
They do 
greet damage to truth by making it 
seem, not oeautiful, as it should be, 
but hideous 
Even in minds of maturity, to the 
reputation of Washington there still 
clings a suggestion of the comic. 
Thackeray did not help the situation 
when 
he 
introduced 
the 
youthful 
Washington into “The Virginians” as 
a highly self-conscious and priggish 
colonial. 
There is a fine chance for a new 
historian of Washington, one who will 
bring out the real man. 
Owen Wister made a start some 
years ago. when he published a little 
book, emphasizing Washington’s more 
human qualities. 
But the book was 
too slight to be comprehensive. 
Mr 
Wister may yet write the complete 
history needed by the world of today. 
For today, of all times the world 
ought to renect on the 
service of 
Washington in the making oi this na­ 
tion and on the attitude ol Washing­ 
ton toward the future of this nation. 
Since the S q u ish war the Farewel 
Address, once a classic and appui em* 
Iv Just about as much alive as most 
classics, has fallen into disfavor. 
We 
don’t hear cf its being “pointed to 
with pride” as often as we did. 
Perhaps if we do go bark to it we 
shall find that Washington, besides 
being a soldier and a statesman, was 
.a seer. 
And a seer is much more interesting 
thLii a little boy that chops down a 
cherry tree or a man that has never 
told a lie 
A seer has a way of projecting him­ 
self into the future and finding a new 
life there. 
As a prophet Washington is a vital 
force today. 
But he is a lorce that 
bas been consciously aud deliberately 
disregarded. 
Washington, 
tho 
hero of Valley 
F o rg e , was essentially a man of peace. 
He saw that the happiness and secu­ 
rity ut tai* country t o t o t as the 


• mess of an iiaii^><iuil cod, *n a 
policy of noninterference. 
And as soon as this country ceased 
to folfow this policy Washington fore­ 
saw complications. 
On the surface it seems strange that 
a i ? n whose inheritance /md ways of 
life were aristocratic should be re­ 
garded as the father cf American de­ 
mocracy. 
And lo the present-day point of view 
it is all the more strange when we re­ 
call the reproach made against Wash­ 
ington that “the great Virginian held 
slaves.” 
But Washington, to be judged fair­ 
ly, like everyone else, must be consid­ 
ered with reference to his time and 
surrounding conditicns. 
Washington deserves little credit for 
not yielding to the temptations to as­ 
sert his aristocratic lineage by becom­ 
ing a tory. 
He was directly affected 
by the unfair attitude of the mother I 
country in im poses taxation without j 
representation. 
What he did wa3 a i 
natural outcome of what he was. I 
Where he did merit the highest honor 
was in his rising so magnificently to 
his responsibilities and opportunities. 
A man selfish and arrogant might have 
exacted more for himself, might have 
striven to establish himself as a per­ 
manent pow’er ever the nation he ha I 
helped to create. But there is no evi­ 
dence that Washington ever felt such 
a temptation. 
Aristocrat as he was 
and slavehol ler, he w’as all the more 
extraordinary in being able to turn 
from the prejudices of his training to 
a realization of the democratic ideal. 
Perhaps we can reach a little clear­ 
er understanding of $vhat Washington 
was and cf what he did by placing 
him in our own time. It was as if, at 
the present time, a man of distin­ 
guished position and of wealth, were 
to become a leader in the labor move­ 
ment. For, from the point of view of 
England, the colonials were humble 
folk, mainly tillers of the field, work­ 
ers in small enterprises. To their 
cause Washington gave dignity, as 
well as marvelous personal courage. 
With his tattered, half-fed, poorly 
trained troops he defeated the pro­ 
fessional soldiers of England and the 
Hessian 
mercenaries. 
He 
had, 
cf 
course, the superlative advantage of 
being sustained by the pow’er of a sub 
lime moral idea, all the more effective 
because it was opposed by the weak 
ness that goos with self-conscious and 
contemptuous suneriorPr. 


Washington 
not been accorded 
by the world 
credit he deserves 
for his share .n establishing democ­ 
racy as a working force in a nation 
We are likely to forget that democ­ 
racy, while he fought for it, wras not 
accepted by the world as practicable. 
To a few it was a beautiful theory, an 
ideal. 
To the many it was impracti 
cable, a denial of w hat they regarded 
as the natural unfitness cf human be­ 
ings in large masses to govern them­ 
selves. From France, mainly through 
Rousseau, had come the great demo­ 
cratic theory. But France had yet to 
seek its establishment in the blood of 
the French revolution. 
Our next Washington is not likely 
to be a soldier-statesman. He will not 
lead in a war between nations or be­ 
tween foes identified with any geo­ 
graphical limits. He will give dignity 
and coherence and organization tc a 
cause now* in need of a powerful cham­ 
pion. He will strive, not against taxa­ 
tion 
without 
representation, 
but. 
against production without fair com­ 
pensation.

revenue. Customs receipts have de­ 
creased on account of the war, and 
the war taxes have not balanced the 
shortage. It is probable that the duty 
on sugar will be continued, but this, 
while a large item, will not be large 
enough to supply the deficit. 
With 
revenues rather 
below 
normal 
on 
the one hand, there is on the other 
an 
unusual 
demand 
for 
revenue, 
since the president, cabinet and per­ 
haps a majority of congress are im­ 
pressed with the need 
for a larger 
army and navy. 
No doubt the present congress will 
argue the question 
of 
revenue 
at 
great length, and that every possible 
means of raising the necessary mon­ 
ey, including a 
federal 
bond issue, 
will be discussed. But it seems fairly 
probable, after the field is thorough­ 
ly beaten over, that it will be the in­ 
come tax that congress will finally 
turn to for relief. It is a safe guess 
that this tax w’ill be extended by cut­ 
ting present exemptions 
at least in 
half, and that there will be an effort 
looking to a more rigid enforcement 
of the tax law. 
In the fiscal year 
ending last 
June 
the 
income 
tax 
yielded only a little over $4,000,000, 
which seems to indicate that some 
persons had been too modes* to ad­ 
mit officially the magnitude cf their 
incomes.

Lack of 
Proper 
Training 
Greatly 
Hampered the Continentals In 
Every Battle Fought— 


George Washington, the commander 
of the American armies, knew’ better 
than anyone else the offensive and de­ 
fensive value of tile forces under niLt; 
and he has left a vivid written record 
of the relative value of untrained 
short-term men and of a disciplined 
long-term body made of individuals of 
the same class. He plainly expressed 
his opinion, fully confirmed by military 
men since his time, of the army need­ 
ed by this country when, soon after 
the disaster at Camden, he wrote to 
congress: 
“What we need is a good 
army, not a large one.” 
Probably no w’ar was ever carried 
on where the one side w’as represent­ 
ed in the field by so great a proportion 
of unorganized troops, not under a 
central national control, and no great 
commander, before or since, has ever 
succeeded with so rapidly shifting a 
body of badly equipped men. 
Bunker Hill Analyzed. 
At the battle of Bunker Hill, an 
army of untrained American minute 
men and militia, under the command, 
however, of veteran officers like Pres­ 
cott, Stark, Putnam and Knowlton of 
the higher rank, and among the lowrer 
officers a sprinkling of men experi­ 
enced in the French and English wars, 
from behind intrenchraents hastily 
erected, but of value against lcw-pow- 
er armament, successfully resisted 
two attacks of well-organized and 
disciplined British veterans, with a 
loss to the latter of 1,054 killed and 
wounded. But these same troci s, by 
virtue net of superior individual cour­ 
age, but of their combined valor and 
discipline, were rallied by their well- 
trained officers, made a third charge, 
and. although outnumbered, succeeded 
in driving the Americans, at the point 
of the bayonet, from their trenches, 
their supply of powder being exhaust­ 
ed and their muskets not having bay­ 
onets. 
The American force was justly 
proud of its resistance and of the 
heavy punishment it had inflicted, but 
the result was, in spite of its good 
fight, a defeat to its arras—perhaps 
only through failure in the quarter­ 
master’s department. 
The British, 
however, carried the hill on account 
of the better discipline of their line, 
tho better control of their officers, and 
because their supply cf ammunition 
w’as not exhausted. And they there­ 
by prevented the success of the co­ 
lonial military plan. 
Continental Weakness. 
This story in various ways w’as 
many times repeated iii the w’ar of 
the revolution, always with the same 
result. 
In spite of the brilliant gen­ 
eralship 
cf 
Washington, 
Greene, 
Schuyler, Lee and others, the Ameri­ 
cans did not win a single victory over 
the British regular troops when the 
latter w’ere no t outnumbered. 
A brief examination of the powers 
of the Continental Congress will show’ 
what were the chief causes of this 
weakness in our armies that led so 
near to the collapse of our national 
defense and caused the intense anxiety 
and distress to Washington and the

The congress presented as able and 
devoted men as were ever gathered in 
a single body, but they were not 
trained in the systematic methods of 
great deliberative bodies; and abcva 
all represented one of the very weak­ 
est forms of governmental power—a 
mere confederacy or league of several 
states or colonies and without real 
governmental functions. 
Although it assumed both executive 
and legislative powders, it had no au­ 
thority to raise revenue and could only 
emit bills of credit, their redemption 
being pledged by the twelve “United 
Colonies.” It is not singular that the 
states refused to surrender to this 
loosely connected congress the control 
of the militia, with officers of state 
selection, gathered by sacrifice, for the 
protection of its own state, not fore­ 


seeing, as was proved eventually, that 
victory for the colonies could be won 
only by the long-term organized and 
disciplined continentals, composing "a 
small but good army.” 
Squabble Over Officers, 
d ig r e s s in the wutfet of 


ogiii&ing the necessity of raising tr0?7ps 
to take the place of those whose terms 
expired, resolved to provide twenty- 
six regiments, with power to Wash­ 
ington to select the officers, wrhich re­ 
sulted in many perplexities for him 
and his general officers, for, as Wash­ 
ington wrote, “Connecticut wanted no 
Massachusetts man in her corps. Mas­ 
sachusetts could see no necessity for 
having a Rhode Island man in hers 
and New hampshire says it is very 
hard that her experienced officers 
should be discarded because her own 
regiments cannot provide for them.” 
November ll he wrote: 
“Many of 
the officers expected promotion, others 
stood aloof to see what advantage they 
could make for themselves. The diffi­ 
culty with the soldiers was greater, 
if possible, than with the officers. 
They refused to enlist unless they 
knew their colonel, lieutenant colonel, 
major and captain.” 
Put Washington In Dilemma. 
Up to November 19 only 966 men 
had enlisted. 
By November 28 they 
had reached 2,500, and they all wanted 
furlough. 
Washington wrote: 
“Our 
situation is truly alarming, and of this 
General Howe is well apprised, it be­ 
ing the common topic of conversation 
w’hen the people left Boston last Fri­ 
day.” In a private letter of the same 
time he wrote : “Such a dearth of pub­ 
lic spirit, such stock jobbing and fer­ 
tility in all the low’ arts to obtain ad­ 
vantages in this great change of mili­ 
tary arrangement, I pray God’s mercy 
I may never see again.

ing about thirty five hundred men. 
. . . After the last of this month our 
lines will be so weakened that the 
minutemen and militia must be called 
in for our defense, and these, being 
under no kind of government, will de­ 
stroy the little subordination I have 
been laboring to establish and run me 
into me evil while I am endeavoring 
to avoid another. 
But the less must 
bs chosen.” 
After five years of experience in 
command of the armies, Washington 
thus expressed himself in a letter to 
the president of tile congress, dated 
August 20, 1789: 
“Had we formed a permanent army 
in the beginning, which, by the con­ 
tinuance of the same men in service, 
had been capable of discipline, we 
never should have had to retreat with 
a handful of men across the Delaware 
in 1776, trembling for the fate of Amer­ 
ica. which nothing but the infatuation 
of the enemy could have saved; we 
should not have remained all the suc­ 
ceeding winter at their mercy, with 
sometimes scarcely a sufficient body 
cf men to mount the ordinary guard. 
We should not have been at Valley 
Forge, destitute of everything, in a 
situation neither to resist nor to re­ 
tire. 
We should not have seen the 
country ravaged, our towns burned, 
the inhabitants plundered, abused, 
murdered, w*ith impunity. 
Army Expenses Doubled. 
“The derangement cf our finances is 
essentially to be ascribed to it. 
The 
expenses of the w’ar and the emissions 
of paper money have been greatly 
multiplied by it. We have a great part 
of the time had two sets of men to 
feed and to pay—the discharged men 
going home and the levies cerning in. 
“Our discipline Las been much hurt, 
if 
not 
ruined, 
by 
such 
constant 
changes. 
There is every reason to 
believe that the w’ar l as been pro­ 
tracted on this account.” 
A little later Washington wrote re­ 
garding that defeat cf General Gates 
at Camden: “Regular troops alone are 
equal to the exigencies if modern war­ 
fare, as wfell for defense as offense, 
and wherever a substitute is attempt­ 
ed it must prove illusory and ruinous. 
“In my ideas of the true system of 
war, the object ought to be to have a 
good army rather than a large one.” 
During the entire war the lack of 
money entailed greatest suffering upon 
the army, but the men of the continen­ 
tal army, with the exception of one 
or two regiments, were true to the 
end through hunger, cold, sickness, 
poverty at home, nakedness and de­ 
feat. For this fidelity there were three 
reasons—patriotism, 
training 
and 
George W ashington.
